of his temperament if his Budget were to be 80 per- 
fect a financial chrysolite as to defy criticism and swamp 
discussion, Those who are accustomed to listen to those stu- 
pendous speeches by which the largest audiences that can be 
packed into the House of Commons are enchained for periods 
varying from three to five hours conceive that Mr, Gladstone 
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bestows most pains and care on those portions of his statements 
which relate to the minutest of his arrangements, He dandles 
and pets these weaklings with curious tenderness and care. It 
may be that he yields a little too much to the temptation of 
that rhetorical artifice by which a skilled speaker dwells on 
minor matters, while his hearers are panting for great reve- 
lations ; and in the present instance, he wound impatience up 
to its highest pitch by enlarging on the value of diminishing 
the duty on tea licenses in rural districts, and the charge upon 
hawkers’ ponies, when every one was eager to know what was 
actually the available surplus and how it was to be disposed of. 
Bat, beyond this, it would would seem that, in framing his re- 
arrangements of existing taxes, he purposely infuses afew grains 
of dissatisfaction into them, with a view to raise debate, and 
£0 to enablehim again and again to argue out his principles and 
to defend, even if afterwards he has to amend, his details, 
Apart from these blemishes, which really may be likened to 
those patches which the ladies of the time of the Spectator used 
to put on their faces under the impression that they neightenel 
their natural charms, the Budget of 1864 is one which in its 
matter and its purposes is worthy of as much eonslderetion as 
any of its famous predecessors, 
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taxation always elicits, by denouncing it as an immoral 
and demoralising tax—to the State—and bestows on it 
generally an eloquence which is the reverse of benedictory, In 
dealing with the duty on fire insurances we confess we are but 
little satisfied with the tentative movement of the Finance 
Minister, Can it be that there is, despite of his better nature, 
lurking within him a feeling born of an unpleasant personal 
contest between him and the chief advocate in Parliament of 
the diminution of this particular duty, which has caused him to 
maim this part of his fiscal deductions? A decrease of half 
the charge on, if not the least important, at any rate the 
smallest, portion of the subject of the tax, is but the ghost 
of a cession to the demand which has been made, and which 
has been formally sanctioned by a vote of the House of 
Commons, The answer, of course, is obvious—namely, that 
when he came to Fire Insurance, the surplus was touching the 
point of exhaustion, and therefore no more could be done, But 
a skilful and at the same time more tender manipulation of the 
sugar duties might have been effected by the willing hands of 
so dexterous a financier, so as to have left a wider margin for 
the last, and most emphatically the least, of, on the whole, the

THE POLISH INSURRECTION, 

Telegrams from Breslau tell of a large body of insurgent infantry 
and cavalry having crossed from East. Prussia into the kin gdom of 
Poland and having had a severe engagement with the Russians. 

Statements have been received from Dresden to the effect that out 
of 160 Polish insurgents transported from Wilna, only forty-on> 
reached the Siberian frontier, 

In Lithuania fresh insurgent bodies are beginning to app:ar. 

On Wednesday the official seal was affixed to the offizes o° th> 
Credit Institution of the landed proprietors at Thorn, Taree 0’ tie 
higher officials were arrested. A special commission, uncer the 
presidency of General Getzewitch, has been app yinted to examin: 
assets, accounts, and 9 of the institution, as 
payments due from the landed proprietors, 
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The expedition up the Red River at latest dates was making pro- 
gress. Alexandria was occupied on the 16th ult. The Confederates 
on the north and south of the river were concentrating at Shreves- 
port. Fort de Russy was accidentally blown up, killing four men. 
A reconnaissance seventy-five miles above Alexandria engaged the 
Confederates, capturing 200 prisoners and four pieces of artillery. 

An attack by the Confederate General Forrest upon Union City, 
Western Tennessee, on the 24th ult., resulted in the capture of the 
town and 500 Federals, Immediately afterwards, Forrest entered 
Kentucky, and on the 25th occupied Paducah, on the Ohio River, 
from which he removed many valent spoils. He also attacked the 
fort, but for want of heavy cannon was compelled to desist. Two 
Federal gun-boats from Cairo opened fire to dislodge his forces, 
during which a large portion of the city was destroyed. Forrest 
then retired to Eddysville, thirty-five miles east of Paducah. 

A conflict between the soldiers and civilians (or, as another 
despatch says, between Copperheads and Republicans) occurred at 
Charleston, Illinois, on the 28th ult., in which between twenty and 
thirty contrabands were killed or wounded. The civilians (Copper- 
heads) were driven from the town, but have intrenched themselves 
at Gidding’s Mills. Outbreaks in other districts in Illinois are also

AUSTRALIA.

Me Bourne, Feb. 25.—Parliament was opened on the 26th ult. by 
the Governor, Sir Charles Darling. A few days afterwards the Trea- 
surer made his financial statement, which had been looked forward to 
with great interest, inasmuch as the announcement of a considerable 
deficiency was anticipated. Contrary to expectation, however, not 
only was there no deficiency to record, but, when the accounts for 1863 
are finally closed, a surplus of at least £30,000 will be carried to the 
credit side of the current year’s accounts. The estimated revenue of 
1864 shows an equally 7 state of things, the Treasurer ex- 
pecting to raise £3,017,802, while the expenditure is set down at 
£8,015,283 ; and in this sum is included large votes for public works, 
charitable institutions, education, &c. £70,000 is voted for a new 
lunatic asylum, £25,000 for a residence for the Governor, £4000 for 
acclimatisation ry &e. 

The Land Bill, t at bugbear of every Session, was introduced by 
Mr. Heales and read a second time on the 17th inst. It is now being 
discussed in Committee. Like its predecessors, it is likely to prove 
unsatisfactory to the public—that is, to that small portion of the 
community to whom the final settlement of this question would prove 
a real hardship, for then they would be deprived of their stock subject 
for stump oratory. The new bill aims at correcting the errors which 
experience proved to exist in the Act of 1862. 

he Estimates have been already nearly all disposed of, our legis- 
lators, apparently, being desirous of getting through as much work as 
possible before the dissolution, which takes place, by effluxion of time, 
in July next. 

The transportation question is discussed with as much fervour as 
ever, the assurance of the Duke of Newcastle that the number of 
convicts sent to Western Australia would not be increased being 
looked upon as not at all a satisfactory reply to the remonstrances 
already transmitted to England against the system. The outgoing 
mail takes home a minute to the Colonial Secretary, passed by the 
Victorian Ministry, repeating the already expressed views of the 
colonists on this subject; and memorials from South Australia and 
New South Wales are also forwarded. 

The friends and admirers of Mr. Charles Kean in England will be 
glad to hear that the health of the great actor is quite restored. He 
and Mrs. Kean are to appear on an early day at Ballarat, and on the 
7th proximo in Melbourne. Afterwards they are to sail for California, 
accompanied by Mr. Coppin, to make a tourof the States, previous to 
their return to Europe, 

The All-England Eleven met with a more enthusiastic reception in 
New Zealand than even in Melbourne. Their sojourn in the sister 
colony bas been a complete triumph. They have returned to this 
colony, and will commence a three-days’ match at Castlemaine to- 
morrow. The next match will be played in Melbourne, when the 
Englishmen will be divided as follows :—Parr, Cesar, Caffyn, 
Carpenter, Tarrant, and Tinley on one side; and Anderson, Clarke, 
Grace, Hayward, Jackson, and Lockyer on the other, with five of our 
best local players in each set. 

The weather this summer has been very unlike what we have been 
accustomed to at this season of the year: in fact, so common have 
storms and rain been that “ Saxby’s weather” has become a household 
expression.

QUEENSLAND. 

BrisBant, Feb. 25.—The first turf of the new railway is to be 
turned at Ipswich by Lady Bowen to-day. The contract for the 
construction of the line, to the disappointment of local contractors, 
has been given to the firm of Peto, Brassey, and Co. The line is to 
be a single one, narrow gauge, its princi object being to brin 
down wool from the interior, great difficulties having hitherto exis 
in the transmission of this article to the seaboard. It is not at all 
an uncommon thing for a delay of two years to take place between 
the time the wool is clipped and its shipment. 

Dredging operations.at the bar at the entrance to the Brisbane are 
going on very energetically and successfully.

Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, the 
recently elected president, was among the distinguished visitors, and he 
availed himself of the occasion to address the company, pointing out the 
excellent features of the institution, calling attention to the great progress it 
had made and the many advantages it bad conferred, both on the profession of 
the fine arte and the public, since the period of its establishment, in 1858, and 
expressing a sanguine hope that ere long the society would become, in every 
senre, @ national institution. In the course of the evening there was an 
excellent performance of vocal and instrumental music. 


The members of the Institution of Civil Engineers held their 
annual festival, on Wednesday, at the Freemarons’ Tavern—Mr. M'Clean, the 
president, in the chair, The guests numbered more than 200 gentlemen. The 
task of. proposing “ Prosperity to the Institution of Civil Engineers” was

CHARITABLE INsTITUTIONS.—A public dinner in aid of the 
funds of the University College Hospital was held on Tuesday night at Willis’s 
Rooms—Mr. Charles Dickens in the chair. During the past year a slight im- 

rovement has taken place in the position of the charity, there having been an 

nereare of subscription and an addition made to the investment. At the 
eame time there is @ yearly deficit of £4000, which is a subject of very serious 
consideration. The value of the institution is atte:ted by the fact that up- 
wards of 1200 in-patients are annually admitted, 6000 out-patients are yearly 
attended to, and nearly 9000 casualties relieved. The annual cost of maintain- 
ing the hospital is about £6500 a year, but the total income from all sources 
does not amount to more than £2620. Her Majesty and the Prince of Wales 
have both given their support to the charity. In the course of the evening 
subscriptions and donations to the amount of £1500 were announced. 

The friends of the Hospital for Sick Children held the twelfth anniversary 
festival of the hospital on Wednesday at the Albion Tavern—Mr. G. Gischen, 
M.P., in the chair, About 100 sat down to dinner. The chairman, in pro- 
posing “ The Health of the Queen,” adverted in feeling terms to the tenderness 
of heart which had prompted that gracious lady to send a quantity of toys to 
afford amusement to the suffering little ones in the hospital. (Cheers.) He was 
giad to be able to state that the institution had made a very satisfactory pro- 
gress during the past year. The number of the beds had been increaved, and 
money bad been laid by during that period. It must not, however, be sup- 

that money was no longer wanted. On the contrary, it was most 
urgently needed for the purpose of extending the usefulness of this excellent 
charity. At present there were fifty-five beds in the horpital, and the number 
of children received as in-patients during the year was 500, while not leas than 
10,000 had been treated as out-patients. The subscriptions and donations 
announced during the evening amounted to £1638. 

The annual festival of the Royal Hospital for Incurables was held on 
Thursday at the London Tavern—Lord Chelmsford in the chair. About one 
hundred sat down to dinner, including several ladice. Ina financial point of 
view the ninth year of the Royal Ho-pital for Incurables has been distin- 
guished by great prosperity, as the clear revenue of the institution—certainly 
somewhat exceptional—has nearly reached the sum of £15,000. The number 
of patients receiving relief from the institution during the past year was 149. 
There have been added by election 20 and 4 by payment. Of these 12 have 
died, and one has been removed, leaving the present number 160. Of the 
actual beneficiares of the charity 79 are inmates, and 81 are pensioners upon 














The first anuiveresary of the British Home for Incurables, at Clapham-rise 
which, with one exception, is the only charity at present in existence for the 
tolace of persons who are rejected by the 270 hospitals of England and 
Wales, was held on Wednesday evening, at Willis’s Rooms— Viscount 
ilolmesdale, M.P., in the chair. The society has been founded three years, 
and the amount received up to the Slet ulc. was £13,474. The board have 
acquired the premises lately occupied by the British Orphan Asylum, where 
they bave room fora hundred patients; but the number as yet elected has 
been only 1), There are, however, 27 out patienta, each of whom receives 
£20 a year from the institution It is hoped that the society (which is under 
the patronage of the Princees of Wales) will shortly have extended to it such 
an amount of support as will enable it to shelter its full complement of 
inmates. Lord lvimesdale, in proposing the toast of the evening, made an 
earnest appeal tothe public for increased support, and Mr. Moore observed 
that eo far from the Home being a rival to the Royal Hospival (with which he 
was himself connected), there was room enough for three or four similar 
institutions. Additional subscriptions and donations, collected in the room, 
amounting to £1200, were announced, 

The friends of the Adult Orphan Institution, founded for the relief and 
education as governesses of the orphan daughters of clergymen, and of naval 
and military officers, held their forty-fourth meeting on Monday, at their 
house, 11, St. Andrew’s-place, Regent's Park, Admiral Sir William Bowles 
occupied the chair, The secretary (Mr. T. A. Busseli) read the report, from 
which it appeared that more funds were requircd to mect their expenses than 
those now at their disposal, the donations in 1863 having fallen beiow those 
of 1862 by £410, The balance-sheet for the year 1868 showed the total 
receipts to be £2334, whilst the total expenditure amounted to £2026. The 
funded property amounted to £2400. 

The triennial dinner of the friends of the Asylum for Female Orphans, 
Westminster-road, wes held on Wednesday at the London Tavern—the Duke 
of Cambridge in the chair. The chairman, in proposing the toast of the even- 
ing, said he wes much pleased to find that the financial position of the society 
bad somewhat improved since their last meeting, three years ago, inasmuch ae, 
while in 1860 their funded property amounted to £69,025, in 1864 it amounted 
to £75,293. The accounts for the past year showed that the institution had 
received £4450, of which they had expended £3689, while they had invested 
£305, Since its foundation 2824 orphans bad been educated by the charity, 
there being at the present time 145 in the house; while 850 young yomen, after 
they bad served their apprenticeship, upon leaving the institution had rece ived 
five guineas, the gratuity for good conduct. Some difference of opinion had 
arisen as to the necessity for removing the institution from its present site in 
the Westminster-road to some more favourable locality. All he could say in 
the matter was that they must either lay out a considerable suva on re pairing 
the present most inconvenient and confined building, or they re ast acce pt the 

620,000 or £25,000 they could obtain for their present premises and build a 
more convenient one at some short distance from London. This was certainly 
a matter which required consideration, but he thonght it would be better to 
adopt the latter alternative. The total amount of the subscriptions and do- 
nations collected during the evening was £1200,

The chair was taken by Lord Lyttelton, the Lord Lieutenant of the county ; and 
among those present were Lord Leigu (the Lord Lieutenant of Warwick:hire) 
the Earl of Dudley, Earl Beauchamp, the Lord Bistop of Worcester, the Very 
Rev. the Dean, and Sir John Pakington, M.P. The noble chairman in his 
address stated that the work eseenti«l to the restoration of the cathedral was 
external and internal. Whatever had been already accomplished had been 
done out of the capitular funds of the Dean and Chapter, the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners providing the rest. By that means a considerable sum had 
been raised - upwards of £30,000—-and spent on the building. What remained 
to be done was this :—The exterior of the north-west and south sides of the 
nave, including the north porch and west windows and cloisters, are to be 
restored at a cost estimated at £6240. Internally, the floor of the nave, £1000; 
beating and lighting the building, £2000; remodelling the choir, new organ- 
screen, aisies—right and left, reredos, and general fittings, £10,720; making a 
total of £21,969, He proposed to give £200 himself, and suggested that all 
persons should join in the movement, so tha: the subscription lists should con- 
tain the names of all who had the means of affording even a small contribution. 
The Bishop moved, “* That this meeting recognises the claim on the inhabitants 
of the diocese and county generally to take their part in the repairs and re- 
storations of the cathedral, rendered necessary by the neglect of former times, 
and the improved taste of the present day.” This resolution, as well as

ENGLAND has received Garibaldi in a way which does honour 
to both, The masses have crowded round him with affectionate 
greetings, and have escorted him in triumph to the palatial 
mansion where the upper class have given as warm, if a lers 
demonstrative welcome, Then came the turn of the middle 
order, who have gathered at one of our grandest paces of enter- 
tainment to complete the homage due to the brave, single- 
hearted, unselfish hero, The Premier has been closeted with 
him, the Laureate has hastened to take his hand, and it is 
said that Royalty designs to meet him, Addresses from 
all kinds of bodies await his reception, the greatest of 
our provincial cities invite his visit, and learned societics 
desire to testify their admiration of one who has used war 
only as a means of promoting the best interests of civilisation. 
No party or political opinions have been allowed to interfere 
with the heartiness of the tribute to Garibaldi: the Con- 
servative leaders have met him at the house of the Whig 
Duke, and the ultra-Liberals were of the party, Never has so 
general a welcome been accorded to a guest of England. 

It really becomes the question now whether it will not be 
less hospitable to persist in those demonstrations than to 
recollect that they are made in honour of a man who 
has been weakened by a dangerous and ill-understood 
wound, and who ought to be treated with the honours of 
a@ eonvalescent as well as those of a conqueror, Amid 
the genuine feeling which has been manifested for 
Garibaldi there is, of course, a large infusion of the selfish 
love of sightseeing, for which Englishmen and Englishwomen 
are notorious rather than celebrated. The working class knows 
no way of showing its admiration but by cheers and shaking of 
hands, and it may be ungracious to blame the owners of the 
hard palms that have been so remorselessly thrust upon the 
hand of our guest, But for other persons, who pester him wiih 
letters and demand his autographs in thousands, for photo- 
graphers who besiege him for the sake of profit, for unasked 
visitors who intrude upon his privacy, we have no apologetic 
words, We only hope that he has men about him who are made 
of sterner stuff than himself, and who consignall written appli- 
cations to the waste-paper basket and slam the door in the 
faces of unwelcome intruders, It is saidthat if Garibaldi merely 
signed his name at every request that is made to him he 
would be occupied many hours in every day; and it 
is monstrous that this kind of persecution should be 
tolerated, The autograph-collector used to be only a bore, now 
he is a sordid bore, for the handwriting of eminent men com 
mands a sale, and there are thousands of persons who solicit 
signatures for the sake of making a book that shall fetch a 
price, No man who has attained any celebrity fails to receive 
almost daily applications for his autograph, the writers of such 
letters using a stereotype form of slavering compliment to his 
“ distinguished name,” and often showing how much they 
know of that name by spelling it wrongly. Surely, Garibaldi's 
personal friends can defend him from these pests, The 
women who write to him for locks of hair are simply imperti- 
nent, and a late eminent man who invariably responded to 
such demands with a carefully inclosed portion of the hair 
of his Skye terrier, scarcely returned too discourteous a 
hint on such occasions, It is more difficult to deal with perti- 
nacious visitors; but if we consider that their snobbishness 
would not have dreamed of taking the liberty of forcing itself 
into our guest’s presence had he been Duke of Caprera, there 
needs no great hesitation in interposing a stolid Jeames between 
such folk and the liberator of Italy. We can afford to despise 
most of the taunte of the Continental press ; but ite caricaturists 
will have justice as well as wit on their side should the vulgar 
assiduities or the selfish importunities of ill-bred English people 
throw Garibaldi upon a bed of sickness, 

For the rest, it is a healthy and a wholesome thing that such 
@ man can cause such a sensation through the length and breadth 
of the land. It is something that we can cheer a visitor with- 
out making the slightest mental reservation or the slightest 
apology to our friends or to ourselves, We have not to say that 
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it iatrue he is a fine soldier, but grasping, and a libertine, 
We have not to say that he is a wise ruler, but the less 
eaid of his personal character the better. We have not 
to say that he has done great things, but that his 
victories were stained by subsequent cruelty, or that he was 
worthy of a better cause than that for which he fought. 
Garibaldi has battled for the noblest thing of earth, and has 
done so in the noblest way, He has sought no reward but the 
prospect of the welfare of those whom his arm has raised and 
whore tyrants his arm has prostrated. It is well, therefore, 
that the great heart of England should beat high when that 
man comes among us—that the great voice of England should 
shout high as he advances through our crowded streets. In no 
other country in the world could his visit have elicited aught 
but party demonstrations. In England the presence of Garibaldi 
unites all classes in a tribute to Liberty and to Virtue.

THE SHAKSPEARE TERCENTENARY. 

AT the celebration of the Shakspeare tercentenary, at Stratford-on-Avon, 
several of the portraits of the bard will be exhibited tn the Townhall, and also 
a number of wotks of art belonging to private galleries and collections. The 
Queen has consented to become a contributor in consideration of the occasion, 
and the following letter, dated Windsor Castle, April 11, has been received by 
Mr. Flower, Mayor of Stratford :—“‘I have had the honour to lay before her 
Majesty the Queen the purport of your letter of the 7th inst. The Queen has 
been obliged for some time past to decline to accede to the numerous appli- 
cations made to ber Majesty for the loan of pictures from the Royal galleries 
for the purpose of public exhibitions. It is extremely difficult to make any 
distinction between the different applicants without giving great offence, and 
pictures saffer very considerably from exhibition, in consequence of the dirt, 
which no care can prevent accumulating upon their surface. The Queen has, 
bowever, been jiously pleased to consider this very remarkable occasion as 
one in favour of which an exception may be made; and I am commanded to 
inform you that the portrait of John Kemble in the character of Hamlet, 
painted by Sir Thomas Lawrence, will be delivered to Mr. Hogarth upon his 
application for it on your behalf.—I have the honour to be, &c. (Signed), 
C. B. Puirrs.” The Lords of the Committee of Privy Council on Education 
have also consented to lend, from the Sheepshanks Gallery, the picture of 
Charles Young in the character of Hamlet. 

The following further arrangements have been reported in connection with 
the London Shakspeare movement. Mr. George Cruikshank has undertaken 
to design a memorial receipt card, to be given to all subscribers of one shilling 
and upwards. ~y ~ are being taken to form a committee in aid amongst the 
Germans resident in London. A general meeting of the trades committce 
was held on Tuesday night, at the Whittington Club—Mr. R. Moore in the 
chair. The secretary having read a maas of correspondence, the sub-committee 
brought up an amended programme of the proceedings on the 23rd inst., 
rendered necessary by the Government refusing the use of the parks for the 


| purpose of the demonstration. The programme, which was adopted, is as 


follows :—The chief business of the day will be the planting of an oak on 
Primrose hill in memory of the poet, which ceremony will take place at three 
o'clock. The trade societies and other associations of working men, the 


| volunteers, and other bodies, will assemble in their various localities and march 





to Primrose-hill, where stations will be marked out for them, The tree will 
then be planted, with a musical ceremonial conducted by a professional choir 
and military and other bands, at the conclusion of which the assemblage will 
file past and disperse at the foot of the hill, In the evening there will be a 
musical and dramatic festival and workmen's demonstration at the Royal 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, in which the most eminent artistes of the day 
will appear, and a colossal bust of the poet will be crowned by the people. It 
was also resolved that General Garibaldi should be respectfully invite! to 
attend at the Agricultural Hall in the evening. A meeting is announced to 
take place on Monday next at the Mansion House in reference to the Shakspeare 
commemoration. 

The Mayor of Liverpool has expressed his intention of throwing open the 
theatres free to the working classes on the evening of the Shakspeare ter- 
centenary. The Mayor also intends giving a fancy-dress ball at St. George's 
Hall, at which all the guests will appear in Shakspearean characters. 

At a meeting held on the &th inst. at the British Bmbassy, Paris—Lord Gray of 
Gray in the chair—in the involuntary absence of Lord Cowley, it was resolved 
to celebrate the tercentenary of Shakspeare’s birth by a banquet to be held at 
the Grand Hotel. The meeting was attended by the principal English 
residents, both laity and clergy, by all of whom the proposed object was very 


heartily entere4 into, and a committee formed to carry it out. It having also 
| been intimated by a French gentleman who was — that a great number 


of hia countrymen desired to participate in the celebration, and would willingly 
join the committee and attend the banquet, a resolution was passed, 80 as to 
impart to the celebration an “ international " character. 

T iceter from lien of the 2nd inst. says:—‘On the occasion of the 
Shakespeare celebration an asssciation consisting of distinguished persons has 
just been formed here, and is to be called the Shakespeare Society. On the

NATIONAL SPORTS, 


Tue betting proclivities of the nation are co:n'ing out as strongly as 
ever with the buds and the Craven Meeting. Every tout is up with 
the lak, and often before it, once more acquiring “such information 
as no other gentleman possibly can have.” One tipster warns the 
paper seers to “ look to their laurels, as 1 am in my old form again.” 
“No longer suffer the continual losses of the now usual system of 
betting,” says another, “when a stamped envelope through the 
Blackheath post office will save you.” ‘Pledging your honour to 
eecrecy,” you may for sixty stamps and a stamped envelope learn 
the winner of the Derby from “a young marred lady, the wife of 
a trainer, who last year sent Lioness for the Cesarewitch and 
Catch-’em-Alive for the Cambridgeshire ;” and, finally, if you desire 
to do your business in person, a speculator “ may be seen daily at 
the Pewter Platter, and continues to have a book on the ruins.” 

Epsom Spring did not bring out any very promising two-year-old. 
Tennyson had, as at Northampton, to be once more content with 
second honours, in this instance to Gardevizure, a daughter of Vedette ; 
and Money Spinner, the Doncaster winner, was nowhere. Gontran 
was third in both the stakes, and only beaten half a neck from Friday 
and Lemonade on the Friday. Gordian Knot was very awkward at 
the post for the Suburban Handicap, and would not run up to his 
trial ; and the short, unsatisfactory hind-leg action of Lord Zetland 
in the paddock proved only a prelude to his easy defeat, although 
his condition was everything to be desired. Lord Burleigh’s attempt 
to give Merry Hart 20 1b. for his year and running him to a length 
was a great performance; but the handicapping of Admiral Rous, 
which brought four within a head for the Metropolitan, was a greater 
still. 

The Newmarket Craven had lovely weather, and so sudden was the 
transition that the jockeys suffered most severely in wasting. Aldcroft 
had to leave the heath in a brougham on Monday, scarcely able to 
stand, and gave up all his Lord Glasgow mounts to Fordham. 
Bathilde, fresh from Lord Wilton’s hand at Croxton Park, opened the 
campaign, and won the Craven Plate with 9 st. 9lb. on her back, and 
the once-flying Argonaut four lengths in her rear. Catch-’em-Alive— 
another Cambridgeshire Stakes winner—was in equal force in his 
match; but Ely, Forager, Blair Athol, Cambuscan, and Scottish 
Chief declined, one and all, to try their luck for a clear £670 Biennial. 
Caractacus ran second for it in his time, and last year The Ranger 
dispored of eleven feeble Derby pretenders with very much more 
difficulty than Masquerader did of the same number on Tuesday. The 
remembrance of Caractacus, however, stimulated one speculator to 
take 50 to 1 about all the lot for the Derby. The easy victory of Mr. 
Merry’s Oaks and St. Leger mare, which is half-sister to Buckstone, 
brought Scottish Chief to 6 to 1; but we must see some more tangible 
grounds of faith before we confide in him, if Ely and Cambuscan 
keep well. Asteroid (9st. 6lb.) could not give 41 1b, to the three- 

year-old Guerrilla over the severe Newmarket Handicap course, and 

Yells pulled him up a quarter of a mile from home. Carnival, 
whore owner's stable was out of luck all the week, walked in quite 
lame, behind Light Bob and the rest, for the Derby Trial Stakes, in 
which he was made first favourite ; and the sensation race of a dull 
week was when Lord Glasgow's Rapid Rhone (about whom Mr.

HOUSE OF LORDS.—FRIDAY, APRIL §, 


The Settled Estates Act Amendment Bill passed through Committee. 
The Court of Chancery (Dispatch of Business) Bill as amended was read a 
third time and passed. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—FRIDAY, APRIL 8. 


Sir R. Peel consented to the appointment of a Select Committee to 
inquire into the state of the scientific institutions of Dublin. 

Mr. Dillwyn called the attention of the House to the insufficiency of the 
temporary museum for inventions at South Kensington. 

Sir L. Palk called attention to the commission to examine the Pacha of 
gypt relative to the steam-rams at Birkenhead.

The Life Annuities and Life Assurances Bill was read a second time, 

The House went into Committee of Supply pro forma. 

Mr. Layard stated, in reply to Sir A. Agnew, that the Government had 
received reports from her Majesty’s Consuls at Boston, New York, and Portland, 
United States, to the effect that a considerable number of Irishmen, British 
subjecta, who had been induced to emigrate to America upon various pleas, 
had been confined in prison on their arrival there, pliel with whisky, and, 
whilst in a state of intoxication, induced to enter the United States army ; 
and that Lord Lyons had made representations to the Federal Government on 
the exbject. 

THE ORATORIANS AT BROMPTON AND SYDFENHAM.—On the motion for 
going into Committee of Supply, Mr. NEWDEGATE moved for a Select 
Committee to inquire into the allegations contained in the petition of Mr. 
Alfred Smee (presented on the 19th of February) relative to the St. Mary’s, 
Sydenham, burial-ground; and, further, into the existence, increase, and 
nature of the conventual and monastic communities, societies, or institutions 
in England, Wales, and Scotland. The hon. gentleman detailed the circam- 
stances of the conversion of the late Mr. Hutchinson (brother-in-law of Mr. 
Smee) to the Roman Catholic religion, his ordination as a priest of the 
Order of Oratorians at Brompton under the late Father Faber, and his recent 
death and burial at the burial-ground of that community at Sydenham. He 
directed special attention to the fact that the will of Mr Hutchinson had been 
drawn out under the influence of Father Faber and execated by two other 
priests of the Oratory. That will bequeathed a considerable sum of money to 
the community. A day or two after Mr. Hutchinson's death Mr. Alfred Smee, 
as his nearest relative, visited the burial-ground and applied for an extract 
from the register. He complained that this was a secret burial-place, 
and had never been gazetted or inaugurated in such a way as was required by 
the law of this country. Mr. Smee further stated that the names of the 
deceased were so altered on the tombstones and the register, by the inter- 
polation of another name between the Christian and surname of the deceased, 
“ to render their identity most difficult—as, for example, Mr. William 
Hutchinson was described as William Anthony Hutchinson. He (Mr. Newdegate) 

id it was a felony for any person to tamper with the register of burials or to alter 
the names of the deceased so as to avoid identity. He therefore moved for a

of Parliament before advising their ratification by the Crown.—Lord

THE ARMY ESTIMATES, 

The Houre went into Committee of Supply on the Army Estimates. 

On the vote for £5,708,938 for general staff and regimental pay allowances 
and charges some discussion ensued, in the course of which Mr, O'Reilly com- 
pared the cost of the French and English services, contending that, whereas 
the soldier in France cost the country £47 188, 10d. per man per annum, 
the cost in England was £91 I7s, 2d. Sir Henry Willoughby, 
General Peel, Colonel North, Mr. Williams, and Colonel Dickson also 
criticized the vote, objecting to the policy of reducing trained artillerymen and 
cavalry soldiers, who had already cost the country a considerable sum, and 
who could not be replaced so coon as soldiers in other branches of the service. 
The Marquis of HARTINGTON defended the vote, which was ultimately 
agreed to without a division, 

A vote of £1,319,047 for commiseariat establishment services and movement 
of troops ; of £596,694 for clothing establishments, services, and supplies; of 
£611,165 for barrack establishments; and of £45,453 for Divine service were 
also agreed to, 

On the vote of £40,549 for martial law, Lord HOTHAM, at some length, 
called attention to the Crawley court-martial, with the facts of which the 
public are already familiar. The noble Lord commented on the manner in 
which the trial was conducted as affecting discipline in the Army. No 
opposition was offered to the vote, and the chairman reported progress.

The Charitable Assurance Bill passed through Committee. 

TuE CASE OF GEORGE HALL.—The Earl of CARNARVON moved an 
address for a copy of the correspondence relative to George Hall, convicted at 
the last Warwick Assizes of murder, and subsequently respited by the Crown. 
He called attention to the cases of Wright, Townley, and Jessie M‘Lachlan, 
and complained of the capricious administration of the Home Office in matters 
connected with the punishment of death —The LORD CHANCELLOR entered 
at some length into a defence of the Secretary cf State, and said it was impos- 
sible to administer the laws relating to capital punishments differently from 
the mcde that had been adopted, and if their Lordships wanted a change t 
should direct their attention to the condition of the law upon the subject, wi 
a view of applying a remedy.—After a few remarks from the Duke of 
Marlborough and Earl Grey, the motion for papers was withdrawn.

Anew writ was ordered for the election of a member for the borough of 
Devizes, in the room of Mr. Addington, now Viscount Sidmouth. 

INDIAN Orricens.—Captain JERVIS called attention to the grievances of 
Indian officers, and complained that the promises made to them on the 
emalgamation of the Indian army with the British Army as to pensions, &c., 
had not been carried out. He moved a resolution to the effect that it was 
expedient that the assurance which had been given should be fulfilled. —Sir 
De Lacy Evans and Colonel Sykes supported the motion.—Sir C. Woop said 
these officers were entitled to full justice, but he contended that the majority 
of them had gained more than they had lost by the arrangements which had 
been made, He was preparing, however, to meet the objections, aad in the 
meantime he urged that the motion shonld be withdrawn.—Captain Jervis 
consented to this, and, after a brief discussion, the motion was withdrawn. 

THE EpvcATION REPORTS.—Lord ROBERT CECIL moved a resolution 
condemning the mutilation of the poe of the Inspectors of Schools by the 
Committee of Council. He contended that the Committee deliberately cut out 
from the reporta all oLeervations which told against their views. He epecially 
alluded to the case of Mr. Morrell and the alterations of his reporta.—Mr, 
Walter seconded the motion.— Mr. LOWE said his aitention had been called 
to disparaging comments as to Protestantism which had appeared in a report 
of a Roman Catholic Inspector, and he had taken means to prevent the recur- 
rence of such athing. That was the basis of the charge which had been pre- 
ferred by the noble Lord. The Privy Council had simply insisted that their 
instructions should be carried out, and, he contended, it would be most inju- 
dicious to allow the decisions of the Privy Conncil to be criticised by the 
inspectors.—A very brief discussion followed, in which Mr. K. Forster, Mr. 
Lid¢ell, and Sir G. Grey took part. The Honse then divided, when the motion 
was carried by 101 votes to 93. The announcement of this result was received 
with loud cheers,

The Registration of Voters (Ireland) Bill passed through Committee. 

On the motion for going into Committee on the Trespass (Ireland) Bill, Mr. 
Bagwell moved its rejection. After a discuasion, the amendment was nega- 
tived by 158 to 45, and the House went into Committee on the bill pro forma. 

THE COUNTY FRANCHISE BILL. 

Mr. Lockr® KING moved the second reading of this bill, the object of which is 
to reduce the qualification of voters in counties from £50 to £10. Hecon 
tended that there was a demand for the extension of the franchise in those 
parts of the country to which the measure related, Although the efforts which 
had been made to introduce measures of Parliamentary reform on a large 
ecale had failed, he believed that a measure like this, which proposed 
to give the franchise to a considerable body of men whose position and intelli- 
gence entitled them to that privilege, and which, while it would increase the 
number of electors, yet was more eepecially directed to the representation of 
interests which were not now directly represented, would ultimately be accepted. 
The persons to whom its provisions would extend were amongst the most respect- 
able and estimable class in the country. As to the number of clectors that 
would be added to the roll, they would not exceed 250,000 ; and, as the county 
constituencies had decreased, this would not be an unreasonable addition to 
that body. Circumstances hud occurred which rendered it impossible to 
make a compromise between a £50 and a £10 franchise, and the latter 
was the point to which any change must be directed. The House was pledged 
to Parliamentary reform by its leaders on both sides, and it was ite duty not 
to postpone reform until tome indefinite better season; and if no compre- 
hensive measure could be passed it was advisable to accept reform in frag- 
ments, and on that ground, as well as on that of justice, this bili should be 
acceded to. 

Mr. A. SMITH moved the previous question, contending that the manifest 
indifference of the country to Parliamentary reform had practically released 
the House from any pledge on the subject which might have been given. He 
argued strongly against the character of the bill, which he deemed to be 
unnecessary, if not dangerous. 

Several members having addressed the House, chiefly in opposition to the bill, 

Lord PALMERSTON said he was not prepared to oppose the second reading, 
lest it might be alleged that he was indisposed to adopt any change in the 
county franchise. His opinion was, however, that an advantageous change 
might be effected in that respect ; but he could not consent, if this bill reached 
Committee, to vote for lowering the suffrage to £10. It seemed to him that the 
object they ought to have in view in dealing with the qnestion was to frame such 
a legislative machinery as would fairly represent all the chief interests of the 
country. Any alteration of the existing system which infased too much of 
the town into the country element would injariously disturb that balance of 
representation which it was so essential to preserve. Upon the whole, he 
thought it would be better to abstain from mooting the question at present, as 
it could not be denied that since the improvements introduced in our com- 
mercial policy there was not the same anxiety to effect organic changes in the 
representation. 

The House then divided, when there appeared —For the seoond reading, 227 ; 
for the “ previous question,” 254: majority against the bill, 27.

The Earl of Hardwicke presented a petition from James Chalmers com- 
plaining that an invention of his for constructing armour-plated vessels had

The Duke of Somerset eaid that Mr. Chalmers undertook to construct a targot 
which was to be lighter, more simple in ita constraction, and more economical 
than the Warrior target ; but in each of those respects, after having received a 
fair trial, it cignally failed.

THE MALT DUTY. 
Colonel BARTTELOT moved that the consideration of the duties upon augar 
be postponed ustil the House should have had the opportunity of considering 
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the expediency of the reduction of the duty upon malt. The question which 
the House had to consider was, which duty, if abolished, would ba most bene- 
ficient to the country at large’ The sugar duties had been modified from time 
to time ane eae years; but nothing had been done 

public from impost levied upon malt, Taking England 
together, the people paid about 10s. per head duty on 
malt; but, if the malt duty were en off, the people of England 
would pay only 4s. per head. ‘The working man wanted pure beer instead of 
the vile compounds which were now poured down their and the 
abolition of the tax was the way to give it to them. It would enable agri- 
culturists to brew good beer at 4d. per gallon—a liquor which would prove a 
marvellous contrast to the stuff now sold at 4d. per pot. In past ages the 
revenue had not suffered from the removal of the } all on glass, bricks, soap, 
peper, &c.; and he could not see upon what fair or consistent princi dle the 
duty upon malt could be maintained. The late Sir Robert Peel had said that 
if the corn laws were repealed the malt duty could not be retained. Mr. 
Cobden had expressed a similar opinion. Nevertheless, it still remained. 
He could assure the House that, if motion were not agreed to, he should 
have to trouble them again on the subject. 

Mr. Cobbett seco the motion as a Stand of the working man, and as 
ove who considered beer a necessary of 

Mr. Surtees and Mr, Peel (Tamworth) ‘severally supported the motion in 
their maiden speeches as members of the British Parliament. 

Mr, B, Stanhope, Sir BE. Dering, and Mr. Beach also spoke in favour of the 
bill. 

Mr, ALCOCK urged the Chancellor of the Exchequer to withdraw his 9 
position to reduce the income tax by one penny. He thought he would be 
acting wiser by adding twopence to the present tax, so as to make it ninepence, 
With that addition and the surplus which he had in hand he could then remove 

ihe malt duty altogether. 

Lord R. MONTAGU admitted the advantage of giving the working man 
beer, but the proposed reduction would only diminish its price one farthing 
per gallon, which would be no benefit to him, He thought that the abolition 
of the war duties upon sugar would confer a far greater boon upon the working 
wan and his family than the removal of the malt duty. 

A lengthened discussion enzned, in the course of which 

Mr, COBDEN expreseed his regret that the gallant member had raised the 
question in oppotition to the sugar duties, He (Mr. C.) was favourable to the 
aboli tion of the malt duty, but certainly not when it was brought against 
those duties with which it had nothing to do, and which had claims of the 
strongest character upon the Government and that House. Under thecircum- 
stances, he was placed in tlie disagreeable position of being compelled to vote 
against a motion which he approved of in the abstract because of the unfor- 
tupate manner in which it was brought forward. 

r. M. GIBSON opposed the motion, and said that if the Government 
were to give the relief asked for it would only benefit the consumers to an 
infinitesimal extent, while the loss to the revenue would be £1,880,000. He 
on that the relief would be purchased too dear at such a sacrifice. 

Mr. BASs oppoeed the motion as inopportune, 

Mr, BENTINCK supported it. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER expressed his conviction that the 
House and the country would give no sanction to the proposition to relieve 
malt at the expense of sugar. He reminded hon. gentlemen opposite that 
when they opposed the abolition of the paper duty they had not done so on 
the ground that malt had superior claims, On the contrary, they urged that 
tea and rugar were first entitled to consideration. Independentiy, however, 
of the pledges which Parliament had given to continue its efforts to reduce 
what might be termed the war taxes, he contended that the article of sugar 
hod pre+minent claims both on the grounds of justice and policy. 

Mr. DisAELI said he was fully alive to the objections which existed to the 
malt tex, and thought that, as by their financial measures Parliament had 
reduced the prices of wine and brandy to the higher and middle classes, it was 
natural to inquire whether it was not in their power to reduce the preasgure 
which the price of beer inflicted upon the limited resources and comforts of 
the working clasres. But he was always of opinion that it would be 

inexpedient to attempt to deal with this question in any other than 

a large and comprehensive manner. He thought, then, that with 
the emall surplus available in the Exchequer, there was no ‘chance of 80 
dealing with it in the present instance. It appeared from the statement of 
the Government that, even if they proceeded to remit one fourth of the 
duty upon malt, they would not only have to lay their hands upon that portion 
of the surplus ‘which they proposed to apply to the reduction of the sugar 
duties, but also npon that which was to be devoted to the remission of the 
income tax. Whatever their opinions might be on the malt tax, he deemed 
it most unwise and inexpedient to es the —— of remitting the malt 
duty into antagonism with a proposal for the sugar duti More- 
over, it was the first obligation of the House to “y fil its engagements with 
the taxpayers of the country by repealing the war duty on sugar to which it 
was pledged. They could next consider the claims for a reduction of the 
malt duty, which could not be passed by with indifference. 

Upon a division, Colonel Barttelot’s motion in respect to the malt duty was 
defeated by a majority of 347 to 99,

THE LATE MR. T. P. COOKE, 


Tue following anecdotes of the late Mr. T. P. Cooke (whose 
Portrait is given on page 369) have been forwarded by a cer- 
respondent, who vouches for their truthfulness :— 

During the Christmas of 1810 or 1811, T. P. Cooke was a member of the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, which could boast of a phalanx of talent unprecedented 
in that city ; for it included the names of Miss O'Neil, afterwards Lady Becher, 
then in her teens; Mies Waletein, Messrs, Conway, Farren, and others of 
histrionic fame. The “ Lady of the Lake” had been published on the 10th of 
May, 1810, and the critics {of the day had pronounced it to be “the Most 
interesting, romantic, picturesque, and graceful of the author's poems ;” 
declaring that “the rocks, the ravines, and the torrents are not the imperfect 
sketches of a hurried traveller, but the finished studies of a rezident artist, 
deliberately drawn from different points of view ;" adding, “ the figures which 
are combined with the landscape are painted with the same fidelity. Like 
those of Salvator Rosa, they are perfectly appropriate to the spot on which 
they stand. The boldness of feature, the lightness and compactness of form, 
the wildness of air, and the careless ease of attitude of these mountaineers, are 
as congenial to their native highlands as the birch and the pine which darken 
their glens, the sedge which fringes their lakes, or the heath which waves over 
their moors.” No wonder, after the absve panegyric, that managers were anxious 
to produce a version of the “ Lady of the Lake ” upon the stage, and no one was 
more prompt in bringing one forward than the lessee of the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin. The cast was powerful. Misses O'Neil and Walstein were the repre- 
sentatives of the chic’ "s daughter, Ellen Douglas, and the crazed and 
captive lowland maid, Blanche of Devon; Malcom Graeme was well acted;

Harlequin, the active Clown, and the “ slippered Pantaloon” were caught in 
blankets after their wonderful lea through clock-dials, shop-windows, 
— frames, and looking-glasses ; how the smallest of boys was introduced 














nto a sham gooee’s skin; how a tew daubs of paint, some gold and silver 
leaf, and green tinsel, produced the splendid fairy scene ; how some spangles 
sewn on a coarse parti-coloured suit made Harlequin appear glittering like 
gold; how a white calico garb, with a few ums red and biue devices, some 
chalk and red paint, could change the “ human face divine " to that of a mask.

A good story is told of the late T. P. Cooke, which reflects greatly to the credit 
of his friend and patron, the fourth Earl of Harrington—the Lord Petersham of his 
day—and to that of that distinguished statesman the fourth Earl of Aberdeen. 
Lord Harrington was ever attentive to those theatrical persons who had beea 
on friendly terms with the Countess when on the stage, and among them the 
subject of this memoir ranked high. Cooke had been invited to dine at Har- 
rington House, on an evening when his attendance at the theatre was not 
required, and upon taking leave of his host and hostess, the former said,‘ We 
hope to see you this day fortnight ;” the guest assented, and wished them’ —_ 
night. Nothing more occurred until the day named for the dinner, 
punctually at half-past seven, Cooke was at the door of his noble friend's 
house ; he was ushered in, found that two or three persons with whom he

He has more 
recently shown the interest which he 
takes in those objects by a donation 
of £200 to pay for a new life-boat. 
It is called the Van Kook; and 
another donation of £25, from Mr, 
James Hopgood, of Clapham-com- 
mon, heads the subscription to 
erect a boathouse for it. We 
must not, however, dwell upon Mr. 
Qooke’s pecuniary contribution for 
this benevolent purpose, but pass 
oa to describe the work of art which 
is illustrated by our Engraving. In 
the catalogue of the Royal Academy 
Exhibition for 1857, the subject is 
noticed as follows :—“ The crews of a 
pilot-boat and life-boat of Ramsgate, 
after hearing at daybreak signal-guns 
from the Goodwin floating light- 
vessel, have communicated with it, 
and now bear up for a water-logged 
Indiaman, the crew and passengers of 
which have perished during the night, 
when their boats were knocked to 
ieces. The Captain, who would not 
Ssert his ship, is rescued by the life- 
boat just before the vessel founders 
on the North Sandhead of the Good- 
win.” The life-boat represented in 
Mr. Cooke's picture is the Ramsgate 
“self-righting” boat, one built on the 
plan of those of the Life-boat Insti- 
tution. This is the same boat which, 
on the night of the 3rd and morning 
of the 4th of December last, in 
conjunction with the steamer Aid, 
rformed a most important service 
y saving a hundred and twenty 
persons, being the whole of the crews 
and passengers of the emigrant-ship 
Fusilier, of London, and the ship 
Demerara, of Greenock, wrecked on 
the Girdler Sands, off Margate. What 
must the crew of the life-boat have 
done and suffered in a night like that ! 
To be sixteen hours hard at work in 
the raging waves, fighting a December 
hurricane, while tons of water are 
now and then dashed over the boat, 7 
and the soaked clothes of the men are frozen stiff by the icy wind,— 
that is a performance which we cannot sufficiently praise. Mr, Cooke’s 
way of bearing testimony to the merits of the life-boat men and of the 
ife-boat Institution is more effective than any words of ours,

THE LATE MR, T, P, COOKE, 


a likeness of Mr. T. P. Cooke, whose death we recorded last week. 
The veteran actor, who was almost seventy-eight years of age, made 
his first appearance at the Royalty Theatre, in 1804; and in his last 
years he continued to perform occasionally till within a year or two 
of his death. He was born in the parish of Marylebone. on 
Shakspeare’s birthday, April 23, 1786, As a little boy he was 
sent to the Marine Society’s School; but he must have entered the 
Navy at a very early age. He served under Lord St. Vincent 
and Lord Nelson, He was at the bombardment of Copenhagen 
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in 1801, and received a medal for his 
‘ood conduct on that occasion. He 
eft the Navy two or three years after- 
wards and came upon the stage. He 
was the popular representative of the 
dramatic character of a British sea- 
man in all those Jack Tar pieces which 
were so familiar to Londoners of the 
last generation. He was great, also, 
in the part of William, in Douglas 
Jerrold’s play of “ Black-Eyed Susan.” 
Not only did he act the sailor as none 
but a real sailor could ; he was really a 
good actor, with considerable powers 
of humorous and pathetic expression. 
He thus earned and kept a permanent 
standing in his profession. He took 
an active part in every plan for the 
benefit of its members. In private 
life he was much esteemed. The 
death of his wife, but a few months 
ago, is thought to have hastened his 
own by the grief it caused him, 
already enfeebled by age. Many of 
our surviving elders, the contempo- 
raries of T. P. Cooke, may recollect 
some evening, half a century ago, 
when they saw him on their first visit 
to the play. 


THE DOG SHOW AT 
DUBLIN. 


WE have engraved, from photographs 
by Messrs. Nelson and Marshall, of 
Sackville-street, Dublin, the portraits 
of four of the prize dogs at the 
“Grand National Irish Dog Show,” 
which took place at Dublin from the 
26th to the 3ist of March. As it was 
the first exhibition of this kind which 
had been held in Ireland, it excited 
much curiosity, and was visited by 
great numbers of people, amongst 
whom were the Lord Lieutenant and 
many other noblemen and dignitaries 
of Ireland. There were about 450 
dogs entered for the show, including 
mastiffs, Newfoundlands, bulldogs, 
setters, hounds, spaniels, greyhounds, 
and some foreign varieties. The ex- 
hibition was not, indeed, limited to 
animals the property of persons resid- 
ing in Ireland, for it will be observed 
that the bulldog shown in our En- 
graving is the famous King Dick, 
belonging to Mr. Jacob Lampkin, 
of Handsworth, near Birmingham, 
which figured in the last dog show 
at the Agricultural Hall, Islington. 
The owner of the setter Jack, how- 
ever, is Mr. W. G. Batson, of Dublin; 
; and the stud greyhound, Blue Hat, 
is also the property of a Dublin gentleman, Mr. W. Barden. The 
pretty little animal with a ribbon about its neck is a Chinese dog, bred 
by Dr. McSheehy, of the Cavalry Dépét, Canterbury, who brought 
its mother from Pekin, where he served with his regiment, the lst 
Dragoon Guards, in the late Chinese War. “Chin-Chin,” a female, 
and about fifteen months old, belongs to Mr. J. T. McSheehy, J.P., 
of Shannon Lawn, Limerick, and is valued at £200.

THE welcome given to Garibaldi on Monday by the people of London 
was most enthusiastic. His reception was all that his warmest 
friends could have desired for him. The sun shone brightly and the 
population turned out in high good humour to welcome the dis- 
tinguished Italian. The procession of working men extended to a 
considerable length, and the banners and devices which they bore 
gave to‘the spectacle a picturesque appearance, while the whole 
way from Nine Elms railway station at Vauxhall, the starting 
point of the procession, to Stafford House, Pall-mall, where it 
closed, was crowded with enthusiastic spectators, every window being 
filled with elegantly-dressed women. There were no political banners 
and few relating to trades, the bulk of the devices exhibited belonging 
to friendly societies, Odd Fellows, Foresters, and Teetotallers. 
Large bodies of foreigners were in the procession, but they carried 
no banners nor devices. 
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THE JOURNEY FROM THE ISLE OF WIGHT TO LONDON. 


Garibaldi, having concluded his visit to Brook House, the hos- 
pitable mansion of Mr. Seely, left the Isle of Wight on Monday 
morning on his way to London. The General, with Mr, and Mrs, 
Seely, Mr. Foster, M.P.; Mr. Caird, M.P.; Mr. Dunlop, MP. ; 
Colonel and Mrs. Jeffries, Menotti and Ricciotti Garibaldi, and suite, 
left Brook House shortly before nine o’clock, and arrived at West 
Cowes at ten o’elock. 

The inhabitants in the villages between Brook House and Cowes 
were in the road to greet the General as he passed. A considerable 
number of persons had gathered on and about the pontoon and its 
approaches, while not a few betook themselves to boats and so flocked 
round the vessel, Garibaldi shaking hands with many of them and 
taking his departure at a quarter past ten o'clock. As the steamer 
passed through Cowes Roads a four-masted Dutch merchantman, 
which had for some days been lying there, manned yards and gave the 
General three hearty cheers. No further incident occurred until the 
arrival of the Medina near the Boscawen training-ship.

It is due, however, both to the memory of the dead and to the 
good intentions of his living advocate that the work of love 
and justice which Mr. Fitzgerald has wrought be not left 
unnoticed any to whom it is a matter of concern whether 
a writer who charmed a multitude with the brilliancy of 
his wit and the tenderness of his pathos have or have not been mis- 
re mted ; whether the Rev. Laurence Sterne have or have not been 
column . It may be that Sterne owes to his clerical title a great 
deal of the scorn which has been heaped upon his name ; it certainly 
invites mockery ; for whatever else he may or may not have been, he 
was assuredly neither reverend nor reverent.

and, whilst it lifts our hearts, it runs amongst us as swiftly as 
Samson’s firebranded foxes did amongst the standing corn of the 
Philistines. Soon we were all ablaze, and for five mortal hours our 
hearts continued at red heat. No trumpery, garish, ill-drawn, and 
painted banner; no sickly tailor, in green tunic, buff boots, 
and feather ; no expansive teetotaller flaunting his virtuous resolve 
in Parliament-street, and proclaiming his sobriety with a brass 
trumpet at Charing-cross; no contemptuous non-interference of 
the police, by which the shabby procession was eut in half, 
and, to quote Pope’s famous alexandrine, “ Like a wounded snake 
dragged its slow length along;” no shabbiness of some of the 
rocessionists could wean our from the Hero, nor hinder us 
ae admiring the plain, simple, honest love which generosity, 
heroism, chivalry, and imous poverty had called up in the 
hearts of working men ; —~ without aid or order, the crowd was full 
of good nature and orderly, Spontaneous and inspiriting, rich in the 
wealth of living humanity, the Welcome to Garibaldi was one of 

which the working man may be well proud. 

A hint in the first line of this column will show the reader that 
Mr. Dickens's title of his forthcoming work has been disputed.

Just hints a fault and hesitates dislike, 
hints, through a correspondent, that there can be no such thing asa 
“mutual” friend. At any rate, the term has obtained; just let 
us see with what reason. e first meaning of mutuus is “ borrowed,” 
“lent "—mutuum argentum, borrowed cash; but it came at last to 
signify reciprocal; an exchange of good offices was mutuum facere ; 
mutua vulnera were wounds inflicted on each other. Hence we can 
strictly have a mutual feeling of love or hate, but a common friend 
only. Sir Thomas More uses it in this way, “a mutuall promise of 
assisting eche other;” and Milton talks of love which “must be 
mutual in proportion due, given and received ;” lastly, John Philips, in 
his poem on “ ider,” has a passage very close upon Mr. Dickens's ti i= 

A friend with whom I mutually may share 

Gladness and anguish 
But we do not meet with “a mutual friend.” Admitting the term to 
be false or strained—to be, in fact, simply common parlance—we yet 
think that the critic needed not to have referred superciliously to 
the “storyteller,” considering that the storyteller is beyond all 
question our greatest living master of fiction. ‘ 

The bombardment of Ditppel, or rather the wanton destruction of 
Sonderburg without warning or notice to its miserable and innocent 
inhabitants, has sunk deep into the hearts of Englishmen, and there 
is a growing feeling in favour of war with the German Powers rather 
than of a which suffers such atrocities.

We could pity Prince Satsuma, 
talk about the poor Japanese, and condemn unheard an English 
Admiral and an English Envoy for a supposititious destruction of 
Kagosima; we could rave about Greek fire at Charleston and weep 
over Russian atrocities in Poland ; but when the matter comes nearer 
home—when the husband of an English Princess Royal is serving 
against the Danes, and Prussian artillerymen are making Shoeburyness 
experiments on a Danish town and knocking living dummies, not 
only men but women and children, into indistinguishable frag- 
ments—our peace orators are silent! Could not these gentlemen 
be got together to pay a flying visit to Berlin, and to indoctrinate the 
German student doctrinaires, the ——" and beer-drinking 
burghers, the Divinely-right King of Prussia and the Emperor of 
Austria, with the due notion of the blessings of peace or the duties 
of war? Would not a good German translation of their countryman’s 
celebrated tractate, “De Jure Belli,” be usefully put forward, or have 
our Teutonic brethren forgotten Hugo Grotius altogether.

THE FARM. . 

ENGLAND and Ireland have a better tale to tell, but it has been a 
dreadfully severe season in the north of Scotland, and not much more 
than one third of the sowing has been completed. The rage for taking 
farms, the rents of which had been screwed up to starvation pitch in 
consequence, has quite abated, and there are many in the market 
without an offer. Fat cattle have “ done well and paid better,” but, 
with wheat and oats at present prices, “ they have too much to do.” 
Stores have been difficult to procure ; and, in fact, owing to the high 
price of meat and the low price of corn, many farmers who used to 
sell their cattle as stores are forcing them on with oilcake and corn 
themselves and sending them away fat. One Aberdeenshire grazier 
has gone out of his usual course and imported a large lot of Hereford 
buiocks. Mr. Lumsden, of Auchry, been for eighteen years 
faithful to this breed, and had some bulls from Mr. Hewer, and hired 
the celebrated Sir David as well. He states it as his experience that 
he never could raise the pure shorthorns or their crosses at four years 
old to beyond 216st. of 8lb., or within 22st, of the shorthorn cow 
and Hereford bull cross. The process of inoculation in the minds 
of the Aberdeenshire graziers has, however, been very slow ; and the 
present Hereford immigration—following as it does upon the visit of that 
energetic pioneer of the white and mottled faces, Mr. Duckham, to the 
prope Fceg A help to expedite matters. The Highland Society

Sixty-six new members, twenty-eight of them from the neighbour- 
hood of Newcastle, which is said to be very backward in making up 
its local subscription-list, were elected at the last monthly meeting of 
the Royal Agricultural Society. The balance in the hands of their 
bankers on the 31st of March was £2295 Is, 10d., and the amount of 
arrears £554. Mr. Jacob Wilson has been elected Steward of Forage 
for the year. There is to be no change in the dates of calving, and 
the Lonk sheep are not to compete any longer in the black-faced 
mountain classes. As it is current in Yorkshire and Lancashire that 
the more favoured lambs of this breed have been seen with their fore- 
legs on stools busily sucking nurse-cows, it seems time that they 
should be severed from the Herdwickes and the other hard-working 
mountaineers. The committee of five has been appointed to inspect 
the various sites proposed for the show of ’65, and to report to the 
couneil on the 4th of May. An amendment to the effect “that, as 
the facts are admitted, there would be uo advantage in appointing a 
committee” to consider Messrs, Howard's letter relative to the 
consulting engineer, was carried by eighteen to eight. What next? 
Surely there must be a sequel of some kind or other, as this is such a 
very dark utterance on the part of the society. 

Dr. Voelker’s report of the new green crop, entitled the “ Cattle 
Melon,” is exceedingly favourable. It isa sort of gourd, grown at 
rather wider intervals than mangold-wurtzel, and especially adapted 
not only for bullocks, sheep, and pigs, but for milch cows, as it has no 
aromatic flavour, and communicates none to milk or butter, It has 
been grown very extensively in the State of Indiana; and Mr. 
Blundell, of Bursledon, near Southampton, has made a most satis- 
factory experiment upon it under an English sky. The land, which 
was a sandy loam on brick earth, was ridged 2ft. apart, manured 
with twenty tons of box dung and 1 cwt. of Peruvian guano per acre, 
and mangold seed was dibbled on the ridge. On the same day (May 15) 
a 4 ft. ridge in the same field was dibbled with cattle-melon seed, and 
manure applied in like proportion. The crop of melons was removed 
on Sept. 28, and found to have produced at the rate of forty tons per 
acre, while the mangolds, which were left in the ground, only produced 
twenty-two tons. Mr. Blundell considers that “ it is easy of cultivation, 
exhausts the land less than any root crop, from being less time in the 
ground and deriving so much nutriment from the atmosphere through 
the large and luxuriant foliage, and that it is more certain to plant 
than root crops, having fewer enemies, and may be cultivated upon 
all soils suitable for root crops,” 

The Agricultural Gazette draws attention to “an alteration of practice 
on the part of the Income Tax Commissioners which will in many 
cases be an annoyance if not a direct interference with justice, 
Farmers have now, the right of appealing against their assessment 
under Schedule B in case they can prove that they had made no profits 
by their farming during the past year. As the great majority of 
farmers who keep correct accounts balance their accounts yearly to 
Michaelmas, when their tenancies commence and terminate, appli- 
cation was made to the Board of Inland Revenue for permission to 
produce the balance-sheets made up to Michaelmas, instead of to April, 
as directed by the Act, and the privilege was conceded, and the result 
of the recent decision of the Commissioners will be that.a great pro- 
portion of the farmers will be hereafter prevented from appealing 
against their assessment under Schedule B ; and, however adverse the 
seasons, and however unprofitable their business, the Act 14 and 15 
Vic., cap. 12, sec. 3, which gives them this appeal, with a view to 
obtain relief in regard to the assessment under Schedule B of Act 5 
and 6 Vic., cap. 35, will be to them a dead letter. Mr. Haward, of 
Mells Hill, Halesworth, observes :—‘ As far as I and many others are 
concerned, we shall never be able again to appeal, as any account we 
could produce drawn from April to April would be made by cutting 
two years’ accounts in half, and must necessarily be only approximate. 
When I have appealed I have always carried such an account as I 
eould verify upon oath, and I should decline presenting any other,’ ”

of Dippel. The small hamlet of East Diippel, which lies in the 
middle, having been destroyed some days before, when the 
Prussians first occupied the Ruhenberg, could not afford them 
any shelter. They had formed their columns at three o'clock 
that morning in the village of West Di which was subse- 
quently set on fire by the Danish sh and which is seen 
burning in our Engraving. Out of this village, at half-past 
three, came the Prussians, driving in the Danish sentries in front of 
Redoubt No. 6, to begin with ; but spreading thence up and down the 
valley in front of the neighbouring redoubts. It is supposed, how- 
ever, that their object was not to make an immediate assault upon 
the redoubts, but to take —_ of the ground so that they might 
construct a line of parallel intrenchments and lay regular siege tu the 
Danish ition. The Danes, however, plied their heavy artillery 
with such effect upon the approaching foe, having first allowed them 
to come nearly up the hill, that the young soldiers repeatedly gave 
way and fled in disorder, refusing at length to face those terrible 
batteries again, when commanded by their officers to do so. As 
they ran down the hill they were more than once pursued by 
the Danish troops, who came out into the open space between 
the redoubts and discharged volleys of musketry upon the baffled 
assailants. This went on all along the line from Redoubt No. 4 
to Redoubt No. 9, until half-past five or six o’elock, when 
the Prussians decided to abandon their attack on the right and 
centre of the Danish position—that is, from Redoubt No. 6 to 
Redoubt No. 9, which had proved too strong for them, the redoubts 
there being so situated as to support each other. The whole Prussian 
attack was now turned against the left of the Danish position, which 
seemed its weakest part, because the other redoubts, to the left of 
No. 4, being situated lower down, upon the shore of the Venning 
Bund, could not afford it any support when attacked from the land 
side. At this critical juncture, when the solid mass of hostile forces 
was gathering on the Ruhenberg to advance towards Redoubt 
No. 4, the timely intervention of the Rolf Krake, in the manner we 
have described, put an end to the battle and completed the Prussian 
defeat. About sixteen thousand of the Prussians were actually en- 
gaged, while the defence of the redoubts was performed exclusively 
by the four Danish regiments which happened to be in charge of 
them when the fight commenced. General Gerlach, the Danish 
Commander-in-Chief, brought up some other troops, but held them 
in reserve, and did not find it necessary to employ them. It is said 
that the brave Danes were much pleased on this occasion with the 
presence of three or four Englishmen, who thus had an opportunity 
of witnessing their soldierly behaviour in the repulse of this formid- 
able attack. We are glad to profit by the assistance of one of those 
gentlemen to lay before our readers a correct representation of one of 
the most interesting events of the war. 


VILLAGE OF ECKERNSUNDE AND BRIDGE OF BOATS. 

Our a Artist has made a sketch of Eckernsiinde, which is 
engraved this week in anticipation of some future attempt by the 
Danish naval forces to cut off the Prussian communications at that 
point. The Rolf Krake, it will be remembered, came into the waters 
of Eckernsiinde, apparently with this purpese, on the 18th of February, 
but was compelled by the fire of the Prussian batteries to withdraw. 
The piece of water shown in our Engraving is a narrow strait connecting 
the lagoon of Nybel Noer, in the Sundewitt Peninsula, with the Gulf 
of Flensburg, as described in our account of the Castle of Gravenstein, a 
View of which we published on Feb. 27. Gravenstein, which is situated 
just within the inlet of Eckernsiinde, half way between the town of 

ensburg and the extreme promontory of Diippel, continues to be the 
official residence of Marshal von Wrangel, the Commander-in-Chief of 
the allied German armies; but the head-quarters of the Prussian 
division immediately eagaged in the attack on Diippel and Sonderburg 
are fixed in Broagerland, which is a peninsula, separated from the 
rest of the mainland by the waters of the Nybel Noer. It is evident 
that, if the Danes could, by means of the Rolf Krake and their gun- 
boats entering from the Gulf of Flensburg, succeed in destroying the 
bridge of boats at Eckernstinde, the Prussians would have no other 
road left open to them between Gravenstein and Broacker than the 
circuitous road which all round the Nybel Noer. This, how- 
ever, could lead to no important results, unless the Danish land forces 
were strong enough to issue from Diippel and take ion of the 
isthmus which joins Broagerland to the mainland of Sundewitt. In 
that case the Prussian army might be forced to capitulate, if it 
suffered one defeat. But the vast numerical superiority of the 
Prussians on land far more than outweighs the advantage bestowed 
upon the Danes by their command of the sea.

MUSIC, 


Her Majesty’s Theatre opened for the season on Saturday 
last. The opera selected for the occasion was Verdi's “ Rigoletto, 
and its performance presented several interesting features of novelty. 
Giuglini appeared, for the first time, in the character of the libertine 
Duke of Mantua, a part so entirely suited to him that it is surprising 
he had never ormed it before. His success was complete, and the 
famous air, “La Donna é mobile,” was encored with acclamations. A 
newcomer, Mdlle. Vitali, made a very favourable impression in the 
character of Gilda, She is young, pleasing in face and person, gifted 
with a sweet, fresh voice, and of refinement and feeling. 
Another débutante, Mdlle. Bettelheim, appeared in the subordinate 
but important part of Maddalena, and also a favourable reception. 
She is handsome, has a fine and powerful voice, and her vocal and 
dramatic attainments are considerable. Last, though not least, the 
character of the Jester was sustained, for the first time in this 
country, by Varese, for whem it was originally written by 
the composer.

| COLUMN FOR THE CURIOUS, 


A sounp lover of our olden literature, and a judicious collector of 
its priceless treasures, Mr. George Daniel, of Canonbury, died a few 
days since, in his seventy-fifth . Mr. Daniel had assembled, 
during his long and active life, a library of rare books, rich in first 
folios and first editions of Shakspeare. From the delightful enthu- 
siasm and veneration in which Mr. Daniel held the memory of our great 
dramatic bard it may be inferred that he would largely have shared 
in tbe spirit ef the approaching Tercentenary Festival had he been 
spared to witness it. Mr. Daniel had written on the drama and 
cognate subjects with discrimination and critical acumen, for which his 
knowledge of the contents of his rare library pre-eminently qualified 
him. He will be remembered as the author of the Remarks prefixed 
to “ Cumberland’s Plays,” published many years since. He 
a rich vein of humour, and in 1830 publi “The Modern iad,” 
a satirical poem, which reached its sixth edition ; and in similar vein 

J ay | in 1852, “ Democritus in London,” a } y- drama, with 
“Notes Festivous” of great piquancy. e contributed to 
Bentley's Miscellany a series of papers entitled “Merrie England 
in the Olden Time,” reprinted in two volumes, the epi matic 
notes in which bristle with comical conceits. That Mr, Daniel 
did not hoard his bibliographical wealth will be within the 
recollection of many readers of the ILLUsTRaTED LONDON 
News. He was one of the earliest and most valuable con- 
tributors to the “ Memorabilia,” commenced in this Journal in the 
autumn of 1855, the first treasure being a curious Elizabethan ballad, 
by Tarlton, from the extensive and unique collection of black-letter 
broadside ballads in the possession of Mr. Daniel, who acquired these 
rarities some thirty years since from a private source, A descriptive 
catalogue of these -letter ballads, seventy in number, was printed 
in this Journal, vol. xxix. “With the present collection (printed 
between the years 1539 and 1597, sa itr. Daniel) no other may 
compare for interest, variety, and num They would almost seem, 
frem their spotless and perfect condition, to have been rolled up, 
locked > = entirely forgotten for more than two hundred years.” 

Francis Douce was among those who fully appreciated the interest 
and value of these black-letter treasures. Mr. Daniel's collection is 
understood to be rich in Bartholomew-Fair stores. He had a rare taste 
for the humour of Taylor, the Water Poet, and Tom Durfey ; and his 
piquant introduction to one of Tom’s facetious satires, communicated 
to this Journal from the Canonbury Collection will, doubtless, be 
remembered. We see it stated that Mr. Daniel has bequeathed to 
the British Museum the famous cabinet made from the wood of 
Shakspeare’s mulberry-tree, presented by the Corporation of Stratford- 
on-Avon to David Garrick upon the occasion of the Jubilee of 1769. 

Obscure etymologies are provocative of many an odd suggestion 
from correspondents, often making “confusion worse confounded,” 
or leaving the subject to “a balance of probabilities,” or sometimes 
to a more satisfactory result. An able review of Isaac Taylor's 
“ Words and Places” has brought out a few noteworthy instances.

“the small white buglosse growes upon the die ditch banks about 
Pickadilla.”

The singularly curious library of Mr, Tyrrell, late City Remem- 
brancer, was sold by Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson, and Hodge during 
five days of last week. There were some 1500 lots, In s0 
extensive a collection there were, of course, many works of trifling 
literary worth, especially those illustrating the modern history of 
London ; neverthelesa, such works are often serviceable in throwing 
light upon obscure and disputed points of metropolitan manners, 
The documentary works on laws, customs, and charters were very 
numerous and valuable, from the official position of the collector.
